They missed later exchanges—as 
when Kennedy said a Democratic 
gain of 5 to 10 seats in the House 
and a couple in the Senate would 
carry his programs through Con­ 
gress.

They did not hear Kennedy’s 
opening statem ent, when he took 
note of the occasion and described 
Telstar’s capacity for speedy com 
munications as *‘a very essential 
requirement for peace.”

During the first half of this year 
butter purchases totaled 321 mil­ 
lion pounds, cheese 137 million 
pounds and non-fat dry milk 8-11 
million pounds. Those purchase* 
represented the product of 8 1 bil­ 
lion pounds of raw milk com pa red 
with only 8 billion pounds for the 
full year of 1961. 
To make room for addit'onal 
supplies of these dairy items, i^e 
government is contracting for the 
processing of up to 100 million 
pounds of butter into butteroil for 
foreign aid use.

Tshombe Is Not 
To Negotiate With 
Premier Adoula 
ELISABETHVILLE, 
Katanga 
(AP)—Katanga President Moise 
Tshombe indicated Monday night 
he is unwilling to negotiate per­ 
sonally again with Premier Cy- 
rille Adoula of the Congo central 
government. 
He told a news conference, how­ 
ever, he is prepared to talk to 
“ the authorities” of the central 
government. He did not specify 
which ones. 
Tshombe claimed Adoula’s reg­ 
ime does not rule or represent 
much of the Congo, including the 
Lower Congo, South Kasai, the 
Stanleyville area and Kivu. 
He added that Adoula had not 
obtained a 
vote of confidence 
from the Congolese Assembly. In 
the Congo Parliament last week 
Adoula’s newly reshuffled govern­ 
ment received only 60-44 approval 
with six abstentions. 
On the question of Katanga’s 
joining the rest of the Congo and 
helping to finance the central gov­ 
ernment, Tshombe gave detailed 
figures which he said proved that

make the Congo solvent.

B ut reserves or irrigation 
w ater are also getting low, and 
ju st how long it will be possible 
to continue to irrigate rem ains 
unknown,

K akargo, assistant agent. W here 
it has not been pcssible to irri­ 
gate, com plants have become 
curly. W. B rcdtord Johnson, A s­ 
sociate 
Specialist in Vegetable 
Crops a t Rutgers, notes th a t as 
the leaves of the com stalk roll 
up. 
plant grow th ceases. How 
this affects the ears of com d e­ 
pends on the stage of develop­ 
ment.

Field-frtsh sweet corn from

But reserves or irrigation 
water are also getting low, and 
just how long it will be possible 
to continue to irrigate remains 
unknown, 
according to Loiuse 
Kakargo, assistant agent. Where 
it has not been ptssible to irri­ 
gate, com plants have becomt 
curly. W Bred lord Johnson, A s­ 
sociate 
Specialist in Vegetable 
Crops at Rutgers, notes that as 
the leaves of the com stalk roll 
up, plant growth ceases. How 
this affects the ears of com de­ 
pends on the stage of develop­ 
ment. lf ears were in the forma­ 
tive stage, they would be ad­ 
versely affected; kernels would 
not be able to fill out and de­ 
velop. but would .shrivel up and 
dr> instead.

Marital Strife 
Erupts Into 3 
Cases of Violence 


NEW’ YORK (AP)—Three sep­ 
arate instances of marital strife 
erupted into violence Monday- 
one rn the home of a rabbi, an­ 
other in the world's largest prot­ 
estant 
Episcopal cathedral 
and 
the third before the eyes of a Ro­ 
man Catholic priest. 
Moses Roth. 50, and his 36-year- 
old wife, Sara, went to the Brook­ 
lyn home of Rabbi Nathan Aron­ 
son to get a religious divorce de­ 
cree from a rabbinical board, in 
accordance with Jewish law, pre­ 
paratory to getting a civil di­ 
vorce. 
Shoots Wife, Self 
It was Sara who wanted the di­ 
vorce. Her husband hoped up to 
the last minute for a reconcina­ 
tion. The couple, who married 
seven years ago and came here 
from Argentina only last year, 
had seen Rabbi Aronson before 
about their problems. 
According to police, Roth drew 
a .25 caliber automatic, shot his 
wife in tho head and then turned 
the gun on himself. 
They were both dead when a 
ph ysician arrived.
